The Sick Ex-Senator. 


NEW YOBK, April 9.—Roscoe Conkling's 


condition changed much for the worse 
ast night. He was huoyed up in the eyen- 
,ng by the presence of his wife, whom he 
Sad not been permitted to see since his 
illness became serious. After her depart-' 
are he sank into u stupor, from whioh he 
aroused but at long intervals, and then 
only to display symptoms of delirum. 


Dr. Agnew, the oiniuent aurist, called at 


Mr. Conkling's residence last night. At 
the time of leaving, the patient seemed 
to be not much worse, though liis tem- 
perature had risen perceptibly. Dr. For- 
dyce Barker said to-dhy that he feared 
Mr. Conkling's trouble has caused an 
affection of the brain which may prove 
fatal. 
"All I care to say just now," said Dr. 


Barker, "is that Mr. Conkling has had a 
bad change within the last twenty-four 
hours, and is very poorly indeed. I have 
called in Dr. Sands and Dr. Delafleld, and 
they, in company witit Dr. Agiiew and 
myself, will visit the patient this after- 
noon." 
MB. CONKLJNO'S 
CONDITION 
UNCHANQED. 


2:30 'p. u.—Mr. Conkliug-'s condition is 


unchanged from the last report. At two 
o'clock Drs. Sands, Delafield, Barker and 
Agnew called at Mr. Conkling's house 
and had a consultation. A few minutes 
after Hamilton Pish called, but was not 
admitted. 


Dr. Barker, at the conclusion of the 


conference, said that the patient's condi- 
tion was very unpromising; that he was 
suffering from inflammation of the ear, 
which had extended to the membrane of 
the brain. The probabilities were that 
Mr. Conkling would not recover, though 
there was a possibility that he might get 
well. His temperature was 103 M and his 
pulse 100. Dr. Barker did not think there 
would be any marked change in his pn> 
tient's condition for perhaps twelve hours. 
There is no person admitted to the sick 
-room but the nurses nnd Mrs. Conkling, 
and all callers at the house are denied ad- 
mission. 


An Operation To Be Performed. 


NEW YORE, April )).—At four o'clock 


{here was no change in the condition of ex- 
Senator Conkling. His physicians will 
hold another consultation this evening. 
A mattrass and operating table have been 
brought to the nouse, and it is believed 
that some kind of an operation will be 
performed on the patient, 


Desperate Chances.

this afternoon Doctors Sands, Delafield 
and Barker were in attendance upon Ros- 
coe Conkling. Dr. Sands was about to 
remove the squamous portion of the tern 
poral bone, in order to ascertain if there 
is any matter at the base of the brain. 


The Operation Performed. 


NEW YOIIK, April fl.—The operation of 


removing a portion of the temporal bone 
•was performed on Mr. Conkling by Dr. 
Sands. Drs. Barker, Agnew and Delafield 
were present. A quantity of mutter was 
found secreted at the base of thi brain, 
and was drained away, leaving the 
abscess in a favorable condition. 


A Slight Chance for Recovery. 


NEW YORK, April fl, 0 p. st.—The opera- 


tion which has been performed upon ex- 
Senator Conkling is regarded as having 
had a very favorable effect. The patienl 
ia still unconscioxis, as he was throughout 
the operation, no opiate being used. The 
physicians now think there is a slight 
chance for recovery, though tho oase is 
still an, extremely grave one. 


More Hope. 


NEW YOBK, April 9, 8 p. M.—There is no 


change in Mr. Conkling's condition, 
though more hope is entertained than be- 
fore the operation. An official bulletin 
will be issued by Dr. Fordyce Baker at 
9:15 p.m. At present all the physician*, 
have left the house. No marked change 
is expected to occur for several hours. 
Natural Sleep—An Encouraging: Symp- 
tom. 


NEW YORK, April i), 8:45 p. M.—Mr. 


Conkling haa fallen into a natural sleep 
This is an encouraging symptom, and it is 
expected that he will ivuke much improve' 
in condition. Temperature 10,'iJi, pulse, 
100. 


Decidedly Improved. 


NEW YORK, April fl.—At 9:20 p. m. the 


physicians announced that; Mr. Conkling's 
temperature had fallen to 102, and his 
pulse to ninety-two. His condition was 
decidedly improved. Contrary to tbe 
first statements made, ethor was iised iii 
the operation. 


The patient has been out of his mind al 


day, but most of the time very active, 
physically, and it was difficult to place 
him entirely under the influence of the 
ether. After the operation, he rose and 
walked around the room. Dr. Barker's 
assistant, Dr. Anderson, remains con- 
stantly with the patient, who recognizes 
no one, however, except Mrs. Conkling. 


Dr. Barker says that, while he can not 


promise recovery, he can safely say tha 
the chances are much better than before 
the operation. 
The physicians were 


doubtful as to whether pus had collected 
at the base of the brain, and had no alter- 
native but to perform the operation 
Which was very successful. 
About an 


ounce of pus was removed. 


Dr. Barker says there is at least no 


danger of any material change for the 
worse within twelve hours. Mrs. Conk- 
ling and her married daughter were in 
the room with the ex-Senator during the 
evening. Drs. Barker and Sands left at 
10 p. m. and will not return until nine 
o'clock in the morning.

NKW YOBK, April 8.-A brilliant gather, 


lug filled the banquet hall of Delmonioo 
last night. It was the occasion of th« 
third annual banquet of the Ohio Society 
of New York, and at the same time tin 
centennial anniversary of the first settle- 
ment of Ohio, at Marietta, on April 7,1778. 
The room was handsomely decorated with 
flags and bunting. In the rear of the 
president's table was stretched a large 
American flag, in the center of which was 
fixed the coat of arms of Ohio. 


President Thos. Ewing, arm IB arm wrth 


General W. T. Sherman, led. the march 
into the dining-room, followed by Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, ex-Governor Hoadley, 
StephenB. Elkins, Wm. Windom, B. F. 
Jones, Murat Halstead, General Brew- 
ster, General Alt Townsend, Chas. A. 
Dana, Cornelius M. Bliss and about two 
hundred and fifty others. Owing to the 
large number of gentlemen who signified 
their intention of attending the dinner, it 
was decided to have only gentlemen pres- 
ent, and for the first time since the society 
has been in existence, the tables were not 
graced with the presence of the fair sex. 


After the members and their gueats had 


sufficiently 
appeased their appetites, 


President Ewing called the assemblage 
to order, and after welcoming the guests 
and members, he said the occasion was 
one that the Buckeyes had reason to re- 
joice in, especially as it was the centennial 
of the first settlement in their State. , He 
tten briefly reviewed the .history of the 
founding and settlement of Marietta, and 
of the progress of the State from that time 
up to the present day. He concluded by 
predicting that the Ohio Society of New 
York, one hundred years hence would be 
celebrating the second centennial settle- 
ment of Ohio somewhere about Yonkers, 
which would be then the center of this 
city, and in a hall which would have to be 
three times as large as the Metropolitan 
Opera House to hold its members. 


The secretary then read a piece o! 


poetry composed by W. B. Venable, espe- 
cially for the occasion. 


General W. T. Sherman was the next 


speaker. He said that while there were 
many good men born In Ohio, there were 
many equally as good born in other States, 
and admonished all to perform their du- 
ties well, trusting to be assigned a plac« 
in the basket when it was well shaken up. 
This caused much laughter, and the Gen- 
eral then went on to relate some amus- 
ing personal remlnsoences. 


Ex-Secretary Windom said that Ohio 


was proud of both her men and women,
